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Detailed Action 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-56 are pending. This action is in response to the amendment received 
December 3, 2004. 

Response to Arguments 

The rejection of claims 1-56 under 35 USC 103(a) as being obvious over Mini et 
al. (US patent no. 6,684,196) is maintained. 

Applicant's arguments filed December 3, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

In response to the arguments concerning the previously rejected claims the 
following comments are made: 

Applicant alleges that the prior art made of record fails to teach the broker 
purchasing the property. The examiner disagrees with applicant's representative since 
Mini teaches the broker purchasing the property ( col. 2, line 32 to col.3, line 54: col. 5, 
lines 1-36: col. 6, lines 14-58; col. 8, line 40 to col. 9, line 8) . In other words, Mini 
teaches the broker is the online system wherein the buyers and sellers facilitate the 
process from beginning to end in purchasing a property. Both buyers and sellers may 
monitor the status of the transaction at any time within a centralized real estate 
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transaction. The online real estate system (i.e. broker) of Mini provides buyers to place 
bids and for sellers to accept such bids of real estate property. The buyers and sellers 
have the option of having a virtual agent or outsider to help with the transaction. 
However, the broker that is the online system is executing a purchase transaction. 

With regards to the claims rejected as obvious over Mini, the examiner would like 
to point out that the primary reference teaches the claimed limitations and thus provides 
adequate support for the claimed limitations. Therefore, the examiner maintains that 
Mini render obvious the claimed limitations.
